WHEAT POOL BUSINESS | 


INCREASING IN VOLUME | 


The Alberta Wheat Pool handled ay 
total of 217,816,641 bushels of wheat, 
first five year contract 
period with a gross turnover of $276,- 
350,411, according to the report of R. 
D. Purdy, manager, presented to the| 
annual delegates’ meeting being held 
in Calgary this week. 

It was further stated that second: 
series contracts covering 4,074,771 
acres had been signed at October 1st,, 


than the sign-up of the first series con- 
tracts. 


The average acreage per contract 


under the second series is 116 as com- 


pared to 93 acres under the first series. 
During the past six months over 
1200 ccntracts have been recorded, 


which is by far a greater number than 


during any similar period of the oper- 
ation of the Wheat Pool. 

During the crop year 1927-28 the Al- 
berta Pool handled 71,116,189 bushels, 


lof which 48,083,507 bushels, or 67% 


were shipped to the Pacific coast and 
the balance east. 

Administration costs of the Alberta 
Pool during the past year were ap- 
proximately 7-20 of a cent a bushel. 

The elevator and commercial re- 
serve funds together now total $5,- 
400,000. 

The records of these reserves are 
handled by the Growers’ Department 
and in connection with this work 53,- 
000 accounts of growers are involved. 

During the past year over 508,000 
pieces of mail were handled. being an 
average of 1650 pieces for each work- 
ing day. 


VACCINE TESTS MAY MEAN 
END OF DIPHTHERIA 


Paris.—“It is only a question of a 
few years before the dread diphtheria, 
with all of its attendant diseases, such 
as croup and various forms of bron- 
chitis, will be entirely unknown in 
France and, we hope, throughout the 
rest of Europe.” This is the prophecy 
of Dr. Ramon, of the Pasteur Institute 
of Paris, who with his colleagues at the 
special diphtheria section at Garches, 
on the outskirts of Paris, has decided 
to spend the coming year in improving 
the vaccine which has given remark- 
able results during the past four years. 

The experimental laboratories at 
Garches have been something like a 
revelation to the several hundred of 
European and American scientists 
who have visited and signed its re- 
gisters during 1928. The first impres- 
sion cf the premises is of a royal 
stud farm ‘gone to seed.” For Gar- 
ehes wes primarily designed as an 
experimental hospital for horses and

WATERING CATTLE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

It is interesting’to see how much 
and how often cattle will drink when 
they have access to good water at all 
times. It may be surprising to some 
to know that under such circumstances 
cattle will drink, on an average, every 
hour during the day even, in cold 
weather, but they, will not: drink a 
great deal at a time. 


For the first four years that cattle 
‘were fed at the Rosthern Experi- 
mental Station, the water system was 
far from perfect and the steers 
watered only once each day. They |; 
crowded around the trough and drank 
all they could and then, especially on 
cold days, they stood with hymped 
backs and shivered for a considerable 
time. and never looked comfortable. 
For the past ten years water has been 
provided in a large trough and kept 
from freezing by means of a tank 
heater and it is found that nearly all 
day, except when the animals are feed- 
ing, one or another is going to the 
trough and drinking a few mouthfuls

CELLAR FORCING OF RHUBARB 
(Experimental Farms Note) 
To successfully force rhubarb in the 


of the easiest and simplest of under- 
takings. Strong, healthy roots that 
are at least two years old from seed, or 
old crowns will give very satisfactory 
results, These should be dug up late 
in the autumn or just before the 
ground freezes up for winter. Allow 
as much earth to adhere to the roots 
as possible, allowing them to remain 
on. the surface of the ground until the 
soil and roots have been frozen 
through. Freezing is essentigl to good 
forcing as it has been found by experi- 
ment that roots that were not frozen 
before being placed in the cellar did 
not do as well as those eae had been 
frozen. 

. Adark cellar where, tne temperature 
can be maintained around 'b5 F. to 65 
F. will be quite satisfactory. The. froz- 
en roots and soil should be brought in 
and placed on the cellar floor adjacent 
Sand, earth or cinders 
should be piled around the roots to 
maintain an even moisture supply.

It {is extromoly diMcult at this stage 
to forecast In any satisfactory manner 
the effect of the proposed changes 
upon the teacher. It may be accepted 
however ag certain that the placing 
of the members of the profession under 
autonomous bodies of wider responsl- 
bilities having a large number of 
teachers under their control must re- 
act to our advantage. (If no other bene- 
fit accrued than freeing the teacher 
from the irksomeness and disabilities 
of too Immediate contact with rate- 
payer board members and thelr fam- 
ilies and friends and making him re- 
sponsible toa more efficient and larger 
board largely guided by a person well 
skilled in education and teaching, the 
change to him would be welcomed 
with open arms. To be freed from be- 
ing so constantly weighed in the bal- 
ances by people without real know- 
ledge of education will bring a world 
of relief. To be able to obtain advance- 
ment or change without severing con- 
nection with his employer; to grow up 
with a local sytem, with prospects of 
promotion and advancement therein, 
will be a real boon and tend to stabil- 
ize and make more permanent the 
work of teaching. It may mean that 
the teachers willibe compelled to sacri- 
fice in some measure their present 
freedom to change schools or employ- 
ers—a little more of “going where you 
are esent’—after being appointed to 
serve under a particular board may 
be more the teacher’s lot than here- 
tofore. But if the scheme develops 
along the right lines schedules of sal- 
arfes should be in effect in every sec- 
tion of the Province and there will be 
an economic obstacle to capricious 
changing from school to school; for 
chamging employers where there are 
schedules usually means a “drop.” It 
is not beyond the region of possibility 
that the Department itself will set a 
schedule, or at least a minimum sched- 
ule of pay, for teachers throughout the 
Province, if not, this alternative has 
been suggested—a commission ap- 
pointed by the Minister might sit with 
a view to drawing up a series of re- 
commendations to County Boards, the 
commission to consist of representa- 
tives of school boards and teachers. 
The schedule once approved by the 
commission might leave boards legal- 
ly free to adopt or reject, but the 
grants from the Government might be 
80 arranged that it would be to any 
board’s financial advantage to adopt 
it. : 

And lastly, but by no means least, 
the new changes might pave the way 
for an immediate putting into effect a 
teachers’ pension scheme, 

It would appear that the Minister is 
tackling his problem in a careful and 
thorough manner and weighing the 
Pros and cons of every alternative. 
The possibilities of a really great ad- 
vance, the most forward step that has 
yet been taken by any province in

ALBERTA WOMEN WIN RIGHT 


tho cogs should mar the chances of 
TO APPEAL SENATE CASE 


London, Nov. 16.—The judicial com- 
mittee of the privy eccuncil today 
granted five representative women of 
Canada leave to appeal to the privy 
council from the judgment of the su- 
preme court of Canada, which ruled 
that women were not “persons under 
the meaning of the British North 
America Act, and therefore were not 
eligible for the Canadian senate.” The 
application for leave to appeal was put 
forward by Frank Cahan, barrister, 
and was not opposed iby the Dominion 
government’s representative, Theo- 
bald Matthews. The petition was 
therefore granted with argument by 
their lordships Sumner, Blanesburgh 
and Warrington. 
| 


The appellants are all residents of 
Alberta, and are: 

Hon. Irene Parlby, Alix, one of the 
first women in the Empire to become 
a member of a cabinet; Mrs. Louise 
McKinney, of Claresholm, first woman 
in the Alberta legislature; Mrs. Nellie 
McClung, writer and lecturer; Mrs. O. 
C. Edwards, of Macleod, of the Nation- 
al Council of Women, and Magistrate 
Emily Murphy of Edmonton, one of the 
two women in Canada first appointed 
magistrates. 


The supreme court rendered a de- 
cision last April deciding that in the 
meaning and extent of the B.N.A. Act, 
women are not to be reckoned among 
those qualified as “persons” who may 

| sit in the senate. Sicen then the Do- 
minion government indicated steps 
would be taken to secure necessary

widely used elements in table diet. 
What elements will constitute this 
food from wood are diclesed by Dr. 
Frederick Bergius in an informal 
talk at the second international con- 
ference on bituminous coal at the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology. He 


is the youthful-appearing German 
chemist who has converted wood 
waste into an animal fodder that is 


selling in competition in Germany 
with natural fodder. 

Dr. Bergius said that the human 
food product that can be made from 
wood is a white substance that may 


be described as between starch and 


sugar. It is not sweet. He termed it, 
‘a pure, 


flavorless product, rich in 
edible carbo-hydrates, and said it can 


be turned into normal glucose. 


‘It may be made,” he said, “from 
the waste cellulose that occurs in 
great quantities in wood waste and 
such plants as corn-stalks and cot- 
ton-stalks and in the hulls and shells 
of nuts.

Dear Sir— 

In your issue of last week I notice a 
letter from a Millet correspondent, in 
which he condemns the proposed in- 
crease in the sessional indemnity of 
the Federal members. Inasmuch as 
this letter calls in question the bona 
fides of the U.F.A. Wetaskiwin Federal 
Constituency Association, which last 
June went on record as favoring an 
increase; and further, as it deals with 
the matter in a very one-sided and 
biased manner, I propose to take a 
little of your valuable space to state 


_ briefly some of the reasons why we be- 


lieve the indemnity should be in- 


creased. 


In the first place 1 must take strong 
exception to the assumption that the 
duties of the member begin and end 
with the session at Ottawa, and that 
the rest of the year he is free as air. 
On the contrary, to be a real repre- 
sentative of the people is a full time 
job. To be a true representative, a 
member must keep constantly in touch 
with his constituents, and, as western 
constituencies are very large, it means 
that he must be constantly on the go, 
attendin# meetings, meeting deputa- 
tions, etc., and on account of his posi- 

«tion, he is involved in expense of gll 
kinds, as he is always expected to be 
liberal with his money. On constit- 
uency business it is often necessary 
for the member to make one or two 
extra trips to Ottawa. each year be- 
tween sessions, and this, in spite of 
free transportation, means a heavy ex- 
pense also. 

While it may be true that some mem- 
bers are shirking their duty in these 
respects, yet those who live up to a 
high standard of service (as. do the 
U.F.A. members) find their time taken 


up with constituency matters to the’ 


almost entire exclusioin of their own. 

Then there is another pzrint right 
here which should never be lost sight 
of in considering what salary a mem- 
ber should receive, and that is the im- 
permanence and uncertainty of tenure 
of the position as a member of the 
Dominion Parliament. At any time an 
electicn may be called and he may fail

much worse position than the mem- 
bers from the Central Provinces, in- 
asmiuch as for perhaps six months in 
the year they have to maintain two 
establishments, The present indemn- 
ity is, of course, utterly inadequate to 
allow a member to keep hig family in 
Ottawa, so unless he has private 
means, he must be isolated from them 
for half the year, and pay for two 
homes, one for himself and one for 
them. Furthermore, while he is at 
Ottawa, the Western member loses 
touch with his farm or business to a 
much greater extent than his Ontario 
celleague, who can go home every 
week-end. 

The suggestion that the raising of 
the indemnity would tend to foster a 
type of professional politicians, is 
purest piffle. If the indemnity were 
abolished tomorrow, we would still 
have the professional politician, ready 
and anxious to go to parliament, each 
one the representative and tool of cer- 
tain interests, but we would not have 
one real representative of the common 
people, as without the indemnity not 
one could afford to go to parliament. 
I think it is fair to assume that an in- 
crease will make possible a still better 
type of representation. 

The question of “Graft” is raised 
rather vaguely by your correspondent. 
May I point out that many years ago 
“Big Business” discovered that the 
first thing to do in order to prevent an 
employee stealing from the firm, was 
to pay him sufficiently so that he did 
not have to steal in order to live. That 
same principle holds good in politics, 
and I maintain that it is good busi- 
ness for. Canada to pay her servants 
in any position, enough that they may 
be independent of ‘any interest but 
that of the public welfare. 


To pay the’ menibers ofthe ‘Com:]~ 


mons each $6,000, would cost nearly 
half a million dollars more than pre- 
viously. This amounts to just about 
5 cents per head on the population of 
Canada, so that it would hardly affect 
the taxes as much as your correspond- 
ent seems to think. 

Now I trust that I have proved the 
“bona fides” of our association on this 
‘matter. At least, I think I have shown 
that there wre two sides to this ques- 
tion, which is really a more important 
one than the general public realizes.

HAIL INSURANCE LAW 


Edmonton, Nov. Vv. 23, ~_ Hail indienne 
in Alberta is due for’ some drastic 
changes next year, according to Henry 
Brace, superintendent of insurance for 
the province. Notice has already been 
given that the companies doing this 
class of business will hereafter decline 
to accept application that come by tele- 
phone or telegraph., 

In addition in the idea of the com- 
panies to ask for amendmentg to the 
hail section of the Insurance Act 


_that will give them the right ‘to re- 
; ject any application that 


does . not 
satisfactorily meet their . require- 
ments and will also increase the time 
limit on automatic insurance from 


24 to 48 hours. Neither of these! 


powers is provided under the present 
law. { 

Mr. Brace says that these proposed 
changes have been precipitated by 
the extremely heavy losses sustained 
by the hail insurance companies on 
this year’s operations:’ About 50 
companies are doing business in the 
province, apart from the municipal 
hoard, and their tosses have been 
approximately 120 per cent of the 
premiums received, as compared with 
92 per cent in Saskatchewan. 

Twelve companies have already 
signified their intention, of with- 
drawing enttirely from Alberta, and 
it is thought that others will do 
likewise, unless they can secure re- 
lief. Mr. Brace thinks the changes 
now proposed will. meet the situa- 
tion satisfactorily. He says, how- 
ever, that on the farmer's part also
